The main problem, however, is the preb- 
lem of elimination—toxin elimination.

+ Head and Ear Noises 


Q: What is the cause of roaring noises 
im the head and the ears and what is the 
remedy? 

A.: There are many causes for this very 
common condition. It usually appears past 
middie age. Most of the causes are em- 
braced im the general hardening and senile 
processes which take place from forty-five 
on. That is, the membrane of the ear be- 
comes hardened. The arteries and veins 
undergo the same degenerative process but, 
above all, it Is due to the toxemia which 
inevitably accumulates and which is suffi- 
clent, at that time, to inflame the Busta- 
chian tube, the tube leading from the 
respiratory system to the ears. The accu- 
iauiation of waste is also sufficient to in- 
flame the mucous membrane of the ear pas- 
sageways themeelves. 

That is the commonest cause for noises 
in the ears, 

Head noises, however, may have several 
other causes, the Most common being con- 
stipation. This causes pressure of the rec- 
tum against the delicate, sensitized blood 
vessels lying adjacent to the spinal column. 
The sympathetic nerves send their im- 
pulses to the head and thus cause head 
noises. 

The next cause may be pressure of any 
kind-—a tumor or growth inside the pelvis. 

There may be an accumulation of consid- 
erable quantities of gas or debris in the 
intestinal system pressing on the sympa- 
thetic nervous plexus to such a degree as 
to create the characteristic head symptoms. 


Poor Circulation 


Q: Will you please explain the causes 
dealing with poor circulation and also give 
the remedy? 

A: What is popularly meant by poor 
circulation, I know, is not what the doctor 
considers “poor circulation.” The popular 
definition is a condition where one gets 
cold at the extremities, having little vitality 
or energy, and where the skin assumes a 
characteristic pallid appearance. 

In reality, it would mean a low blood 
pressure. That is, the white cells and the 
red cells are below normal, or the quality 
of the red blood cells will be less than nor- 
mal, or the pressure of the pumping force 
ef the heart forcing the blood through the 
veins and arteries is decreased. 

This is the technical definjtion of poor 
circulation. 

One of the principal resaons for low 
plood pressure and the popular idea of poor 
circulation is inadequate systemic exercise. 
Very few of us know how to play. So few 
know how to use our muscle systems to the 
point where we oxygenate or burn up the 
toxic waste materials of the body. 

We can raise the blood presure many 
points in a very few minutes. We can in- 
erease the oxidation of toxic waste material 
in very few minutes with nothing else but 
a game or a sport of some kind—dancing, 
swimming, etc. 

There are a dozen-and-one activities in 
whieh one may tidulge. If he cannot do 
that, he should take the “daily dozen” faith- 
fully. These will increase the rapidity with 
which the heart forces the blood through 
the vessels. They are successful in raising 

the blood pressure.

There are several other measures which 
might be of assistance.

Q.: What can be done for a bad case 
. of ecaema? 
A.: Not only in eczema but in all skin 
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The solution to this problem i« always 
elimination. The blood stream which feeds 
the skin must be made as clean as possible. 

We know which foods will clog the sys 
tem. We know which foods will produce 
chronic constipation and gaseous fermenta- 
tion. We know which foods will remain in 
the digestive system for an undue period. 
Therefore, we should avoid these foods— 
fried foods, greasy foods, spiced foods, foods 
which have been processed. 

The skin must be kept open. Bear in 
mind that scarcely one-tenth of our body 
surface is exposed to the elements. We

Our bathing habits constitute one of the 
most important phases in skin hygiene. 
Some take hot baths day after day which 
dissolve the precious oils of the skin.

Remember that nothing can be placed on 
the skin without being absorbed inside. 

If we were to permit the poisons to come 
out instead of letting them stay in the sys 
tem we would find that ‘the skin eruption 
would disappear. 

Sun baths are very essential. So few of 
us really give our skins an opportunity to 
breathe.

When an 
alliance between Pompey and Caesar— 
therefore between the middle classes and 
the simpler citizens—seemed imminent 
Senatorial gossips carefully spread the 
story that Caesar had seduced Mucia, Pém- 
pey'’s wife. Pompey, agreeing with Caesar 
about the double standard, sent Mucia a 


daughter Julia. 

In 59 B.C., with the support of Pompey, 
Caesar was elected consul. His first act 
was to establish the Acta Diurna, a daily 
bulletin publishing the doings of the Sen- 
ate; he trusted that this publicity would 
go some slight way in lessening corrtp- 
tica. Then he proposed a bill distributing 
state lands among the soldiers and the 
proletariat; and ordered that state lands 
recently sold to rich men at low prices 
should be repurchased at the same price, 
and included in the redistribution. It was 
an unselfish policy, farsighted in statesman- 
ship: for while it sent from Rome the very 
men whose votes were Caesar's for the ask- 
ing, and on whom he depended for election 
to office, it almed to relieve unemployment 
in the capital, to restore the decadent coun- 
tryside. and enable the state to recapture 
some of its ancient health and strength. 
But the Senate refused even to consider 
the bill; they called it an attack upon prop 
erty; their idea was that the fruits of every 
contest should go to the Senate, while the 
soldiers were sent off to face new hardships 
and win for their masters new spoils. 

All through the year the Senate opposed 
Caesar’s bills, and Bibulus piously pro- 


nounced the season holy, too sacred for 


legislation; but im every case Caesar went 
directly to the people, put his bills through 
the Assembly, and set about resolutely te 
enforce them.

The Sen- 
ate, as ite pame revealed, was a gathering 
of the old men of the trite, heads of estab 
lHehed fmilles; it ruled the state with prac- 
tically absolute “power, limited only by two 
consuls (advisers) whom the landowning 
citizens annually chose from the ranks of 
the nobles themselves. As the “plebs,” or

LAY OUT THB “COURSE” 


The first step in making a garden fs to 
lay out the plot, setting stakes at each cor- 
ner or otherwise, marking out the plot so 
that the kiddies will know when they are 
out of bounds. Of course, the neighbor's 
chickens know little about either gardening 
or golf, and it may be necessary for one to 
take a “birdie” or two ocasionally. But to 
protect the garden from ordinary hazards, 
a stake or marker at each corner, with a 
stout wire strung along the top, Should be 
sufficient. Garden courtesy, which like golf 
etiquette, is generally unwritten, presuppos- 
es a proper consideration for fellow-players. 

With the boundaries of the site laid out, 
the next step is to clear off all weeds, grass, 
or other cover. This is best accomplished 
with the hoe, which, in golf, corresponds to 
the midiron. However, in gardening. one 
should take a substantial divot, and not re- 
place it. The idea is to get rid of the turf 
and weeds, and leave the plot clear for spad- 
ing. It is true that some golfers work on 
the same prinicpal with their midiron, and 
accomplish a great deal toward clearing the 
course of turf. 

' Hoeing weeds is not as simple to master 
as it appears. (Neither is the midiron, for 
that matter.) One should work from one 
side of the plot to the other, clearing off a 
strip of weeds about three feet wide. and 
draw them back, so-that this strip always 
shows clean. In this way. no weeds will 
be topped and covered, then left untouched. 

When the plot is cleared, one can get in- 
to action with the spade. And the write- 
can not pass by this step without warning 
the beginner that spading is not easy of 
proper accomplishment. The spade corre-

take the hoe and break up the larger clods 
that remain on the eurface. However, the

After the plot is thoroughly worked up. 


one should fine the surface with the rake, 
smoothing the plot and making up for er. 
rors in spading by bringing the plot up to 
an accurate level, ready for the final plant- 
ing. The rake, be it known, can be com- 
pared with the mashie, or mashie niblick, 
and both require smooth action and a good 
eye to accomplish their purpose.

He may speak with pardonable pride of 
his odorless cabbages and spineless arti- 
chokes, and with a certain tenderness de- 
scribe the first days’ struggle of his seed- 
ling lettuces, dropping into a fearsome 
mood as he finally tells of his glorious bat- 
tle to the death with a horde of pests that 
threatened his fondling plants with extinc- 
tion. But the sincerity he displays is re- 
freshing, and in great contrast with the av- 
erage outpourings of the golfing enthusiast.

BAKERSFIELD.—‘Kerna county is thor- 
oughly aroused to the danger threatening 
its growing agricultural interests, especially 
cotton culture, which is inherent in the Box 
Bill now before Congress,” says Alfred Har- 
rell, owner and editor of The Bakersfield 
Californian, published here.

Dairy Problem Study in 
Short Course 


DAVIS.—The twentieth annual dairy in- 
dustry short cougse will be held at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture this year from February 
6 to 16. This short course will include in- 
struction in five fields of dairy manufactur- 
ing, market milk, cheese making, butter 
making, ice cream manufacture and bactert- 
ology. Co-operating with the faculty of the 
college in the Instruction, are State and 
county officials, with representatives of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
and men of the commercial dairy industry 
field. 

These courses are of interest to every one 
engaged in dairy manufacture, and are open 
to all who have had some experience in a 
dairy plant, or in a dairy or depart- 
ment laboratory. 

The change in the twenty years that\the 
short courses have been offered is interest 
ing. There were twenty persons in attend. 
ance in 1908, and that year the course dealt 
primarily with butter making. In 1916, the 
number dropped to sixteen, which is the 
smallest enrollment during the twenty years. 
It was also about this time that the divi- 
sion of instruction began, introducing a 
course in cheese making as well as butter 
making. Further divisions and additions 
brings the total to the five major fields in 
which there will be instruction this year. 

While it is not known how many will at- 
tend, the figures show eighty to have been 
present last year, and 101 in 1926, so those 
in charge are for about 100 this

Prevention Hietd to be 
Easter Than Cure 


SAN DIBGO.—The average motorist drtv- 
img through the thriving citres groves, the 
vineyards, the rich tracte of growing vese- 
tables. im Southern California, would find it 
hard to realize that there are millions of 
little insects at work doing their best to 
lay waste the fertile acres and turn them 
back to the desert. Yet, in a few years, 
county horticultural officials estimate, all 
the plantings in the Southland would be the 
prey of pests of one kind and another were 
it not for the continual battle waged against 
them. In San Diego county, Robert R. Me 
Lean, horticultural commissioner, is com- 
mander-in-chief-of the forces battling the 
insects, rodents, diseases and weeds which 
continually make inroads on the vast agri- 
cultural resources of the county. 


An ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure any time, Mr. McLean believes, and 
all nursery stock, fruit and vegetables 
brought into the county are rigidly inspect- 
ed before being sold here. Every cariload 
of potatoes shipped In, and every truckload 
of produce and fruit is gone over thorough- 
ly by his imepectors, of which there are

In 
two of the rooms the shelves are covered 
with earth-filled boxes in which potatoes are 
sprouted. A few mealy bugs are placed on 
the tender twigs, which then are taken into 
the other rooms, where there are a few or- 
anges or lemons to give the bugs a change 
of diet before they are attached by the 
hungry parasites. The latter, well fed, mul- 
os a rapid rate and when matured are

This over- 
production,eor underconsumption, depending 
upon the point of the view of the one who 
studies the problem, meant at least that the 
growers were unable to market their fruit 
at a fair price. Whether a new market can 
be found which will make it possible for the 
growers to receive a fair price, or whether 
the situation will be remedied by a different 
handling of the crop is the question under 
discussion. 

Several possible solutions have been con- 
sidered: First, the reduction of acreage; sec- 
ond, the limitation of future planting; third, 
the delivery of only a portion of the crop; 
fourth, standardization of canned goods; 
and fifth, greater advertising.

fresh tea leaves of their own growing— 
Ceylon, sianpopciee. green or black tea, 
as their individual] tastes dictate. On Mr. 
Hazethurst’s home grounds, at 927 Garfield 
avenue, Pasadena, several tea plants are 
growing thriftily, and a number of them are 
growing as well at his summer home at Lu 
guna Beach. 
The experimenter says that investigation 
showed him that tea is grown successfully 
in the tropics, the subtropics and quite 
often on mountainsides which experience 
snowfall and freezing temperatures. In an 
effort to ascertain whether the plant will 
“do ite stuff” in California, he recently ob- 
tained thirty bushes for planting on his 
places. The plants, according to Mr. Hazel- 
hurst, are showing excellent growth and, al- 
though they have been out but a short time,

“] took up the of tea culture in 
California with United States Department of 
Agriculture experts, who advised me that 
the climate of Southern California should 
suit the plant very well.
